Its incredible development 
mirrors the efforts of the people 
and businessmen of the Merrimack 
Valley who met the challenge of a 
declining textile economy by 
working to achieve new levels of 
excellence, The college came into 
existence under the auspices of 
the Augustinian Fathers when 
Richard Cardinal Cushing sounded 
the call for the construction of 
an institution of higher learning in 
the Merrimack Valley. The 
decision was made to satisfy re- 
quests of a citizens labor manage= 
ment committee concerned with the 
availability of employment and re~ 
habilitation programs. for re- 
turning World War II veterans, 

The first building of Merrimack 
College was placed under con= 
struction on Peters Street at the 
Andover, North Andover town lines 
in the summer of 1947, 

Presently, the Merrimack 
campus numbers fourteen build- 
ings, Five have been built since 


1957; O’Reilly Hall, the business 
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administration building in 1958; 
Tagastan Hall, the student union 
building, 1959; and two dorm- 
itories, Austin and Monican 
centers were completed in 1961, 
In 1959 a private home near the 
campus was purchased and con- 
verted into an infirmary and in 
1967 a new library, valued in ex- 
cess of $2 million was opened for 
use, 

During the past two decades, 
Merrimack has experienced an 
unusual growth in student enroll- 
ment and also had a steady growth 
in educational stature, In 1953 the 
New England Associates of Col- 
leges and Secondary schools ac- 
creditation was received and in 
1953 the curriculum of the engin- 
eering division was introduced of- 
fering programs of study in civil 
and electrical engineering, Both 
programs are accredited by the 
Engineers Council for Pro= 
fessional development, The Chem= 
istry program is accredited by the 
American Chemical Society and the 
Business Division is a member of 
the American Association of Cole 
legiate Schools of Business 
Assembly, Within the past ten 
years many major fields of con= 
centration have been added to the 
curriculum: Humanities, Mathe- 
matics, Education, Medical Tech= 


nology, Physics, Engineering 
Physics, Psychology, and 
Languages, 


Enrollment in the full-time day 
sessions has increased in the past 
decade from 850 to 1,811 including 
representatives from 12 foreign 
countries, In addition, some 1,400

The Phenomena 
Of Waves 


Everybody knows what waves 
are, 

Waves are for surfing. Waves 
are for swimming, or sailing, They 
are part of the summer scene at 
sea and lake resorts, 

But - what are they, exactly? 

Boston’s Museum of Science has 
a new exhibit of.a wave in slow 
motion that explains these familiar 
forms, 

There are few phenomena more 
fundamental to all science than 
waves, says the Museum, not only 
waves in water, but sound waves, 
light waves, and radio waves. 

All waves transmit energy. 
Waves in a lake or ocean are ev= 
idence of the forward movement 
of energy through a fluid, 

The Museum points out that the 
fluid does not travel with the 
waves, except in shallow places. 
Instead, as the waves pass, the 
fluid rotates, going forward at the 
crest, backward at the trough, 

Visitors to the Museum will find 
that they can makea wave by tilting 
a case of fluid, The blue fluid 
in a Plexi-glas case simulates the 
sea over an ocean bottom of dif- 
ferent levels, By tilting the case, 
visitors can create the forward 
movement of a wave from deep 
water to a beach, 

Only on the beach does the fluid 
move forward with the wave, the 
Museum says, It travels up the 
beach, releasing its energy, and 
flows back as undertow, 

Visitors may see **A Wave in 
Slow Motion’’ inStearns Hallon the 
basement level Mondays through 
Saturdays, 10 a.m, to 5 p.m., 
Sundays 11 a.m, to 5 p,m,, and

Federal Programs 


Town Manager Richard J. Bowen and Sewer and Water 
Superintendent Donald C. Bassett took a trip to New York 
Tuesday to make some inquiries about the possibility of 
obtaining a federal grant for a water treatment plant here. 

It will probably be some time before the success or fail- 
ure of their mission will be known. 

Obtaining federal grants can be a long drawn out pro- 
cess. 

Rep. William V. Roth, Republican, Delaware, after an 
eight-month study, has come up with a bill which would 
require the President to issue an annual catalogue of fed- 
eral grant programs and to update it monthly. The Delaware 
legislator told his colleagues that ‘‘no one, anywhere, 
knows exactly how many federal programs there are; that 
nowhere is there a central office where information on all 
programs can be found; that only the largest cities and 
states and universities have the necessary money and staff 
required just to keep abreast of the programs from which 
they might benefit.’’ 

Strong bipartisan support for the Roth bill comes from 
congressmen who are asked by constituent communities 
for assistance in obtaining federal aid for public-service 
projects. 

One of these is Rep. Margaret VW. Heckler of Massachu- 
setts, a Republican, who told of the groups from her dis- 
trict who come seeking help for their city or town. 

‘Just as often they return home both empty handed and 
just as bewildered as when they came,’’ Mrs. Heckler said. 

Rep. Roth said that his probe showed that while there 
are 1090 grant programs existing at present, the most com- 
plete federal catalog, compiled by the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, lists only 530. 

According to Roth, the trouble is that ‘‘there is no com- 
mon denomination — that is, widely used definition, of just 
what a ‘program’ is.” 


Compromise 


Enactment of strong gun control legislation by Congress 
appears doomed at this session. Proponents of the regis- 
tration of firearms — and there are millions of people in 
the United States who want this — received a setback 
early in the week when House Judiciary Chairman Emanuel 
Celler, New York Democrat, pushed for a compromise. 

Celler told a House Rules Committee hearing that he 
would oppose any move to include registration and licens- 
ing as part of a pending bill banning interstate sale of 
rifles and shotguns except between dealers, and retail 
sales to persons under 18. 

Celler told the Rules Committee that he personally 
favors gun registration but did not want to risk defeat of 
the measure prohibiting mail sales of guns in the House 
where several members are opposed to the registration pro- 
vision. Celler’s action was a compromise to gain speedy 
approval of the mail order legislation. 

The interstate mail order ban legislation received strong 
support from the outset. There was some criticism of the 
administration when the registration and licensing legis- 
lation was introduced, Many who were willing to go along 
with the first bill would not support the second. 

Meanwhile, millions of proponents of the strong law are 
letting their legislators in Washington know their feelings 
in letters and telegrams. Petitions are being circulated in 
all sections of the nation. 

One agency alone, the National Council for Responsible 
Firearms Police reported through its president, James 
Bennett, to the Senate Juvenile Delinquency Committee 
that more than a million signatures urging registration of 
firearms had been obtained. 

A post card, letter or telegram to senators and congress- 
men is the one way the average individual can let the law- 
makers know how they feel on gun control. 


Tax Increase 


The $6 increase in the Andover tax rate for the year 
1968 which was revealed by the assessors did not come 
aS a surprise to most taxpayers. 

Back in March when the three sessions of the annual 
town meeting were conducted, the Finance Committee kept 
the voters well informed about what to expect in the way 
of tax hikes by passing various articles in the warrant. 

The Fin Com’s estimates proved very accurate.

To the Editor: 

I write in response to Mr, Wolf- 
son’s letter, certainly not to villify 
him as he fears but only toanswer 
and perhaps to educate him, If 
Mr. Wolfson had read beyond the 
headline of the article he mentioned 
he would have noted that the only 
reference to ‘“‘Ghetto-ites and 
Black Businessmen’’ was the sug- 
gestion by the Kerner Report Dis- 
cussion group that we should ‘‘en- 
courage and aid immediately the 
introduction into Andover of ghetto 
residents who would, if they had 
the choice, desire to live and work 
here; and work with business and 
municipal authorities to make 
employment and _ transportation 
availabilities consistent with the 
housing goal.” This hardly rad- 
ical suggestion certainly does 
not suggest transplanting the 
ghetto. It does suggest the en- 
couragement of opportunity for 
those who have had none. 

Mr, Wolfson is quite right in 
pointing out the undesirability of 
ill-conceived programs that do 
nothing but move problems around, 
But his fears are misdirected, I 
am far more fearful that suburban 
towns will do nothing and try to 
ignore their relationship to the 
city and to the ghetto residents who 
have been trapped there, The

I would additionally point out 
that suggestions or programs 
emanating from our Group are not 
designed as ‘“‘offerings’’ to 
minority people, For what the 
Negro wants is only the same as 
all of us want - choice, This we 
must all seek to provide, 

I am indeed sorry that Mr, Wolf- 
son closed his letter with such 
vituperation against our Group 
which he has never met with, nor 
apparently even looked into, For 
in our earlier meetings we rec= 
ognized that Attitudes were the 
big problem; Mr. Wolfson rec=- 
ognized this, in a negative sense 
he expects denunciation and abuse 
as a bigot, this should hardly be 
forthcoming and I would not support 
such an opinion, But he also de- 
nounces and abuses our Group, 
unjustifiably - certainly a problem 
in his attitude, Perhaps if weenter 
into these considerations without 
preconceptions and without the 
**chip on the shoulder’’, looking for 
the battle lines we can all get to- 
gether in our mutual concern to 
change what should be changed and 
preserve what should be pre- 
served, I invite Mr, Wolfson and 
all interested Andover residents to 
attend our next meeting at the 
Library meeting room on July 18 
at 8 p.m,

Sunfish Guard Their Nests 


In the shadows of New England 
ponds this week sunfish will guard 
nests that mostly go unnoticed by 
breathers of air, 

In a clear pond with algae onthe 
bottom, the nest becomes apparent, 
The contrast between the clean 
sand in the nest bottom and the 
dark green growth surrounding 
it makes the nest readily visible, 
The nests are round depressiens 
in the sand, about the size of a 
large, pie tin, The contour is 
roughly that of a chopping bowl 
with a center two or three inches 
deeper than the rim, 

You can test for the presence 
of sunfish nests by tossing match- 
sized twigs on shallow water. The 
male sunfish often will strike them 
at the surface, believing them a 
threat to the nest, Some, how- 
ever, will permit the stick to 
sink, seizing it only if its drifts 
into the nest, 

The male sunfish hovers over 
this underwater stadium until the 
eggs hatch, It is a well-packed 
stadium too, Investigators find 
an average of 18,000 small fry 
in the common sunfish nest, 

The hatching requires two days, 
or possibly a week, depending upon 
water temperatures, The common 
sunfish, or pumpkinseed, begins 
nesting when the water reaches 
67 degrees, Incubation comes from 
the sun, since sunfish, like all 
fishes, are cold-blooded and in- 
capable of transmitting heat to 
their eggsy 

Dabbling with sunfish can be 


dangerous. Too many years ago 
beside a gravelly brook, I found 
what looked like an elongated bill- 
fold. To my detriment, it proved 
to be a fishing fly book - one of 
those leaf-compartmented con- 
traptions that one rarely sees 
today, Inside were wet flies with 
short gut leaders attached, Some 
city-swell must have lost it, since 
such frippery was unknown 


An expert on fishes almost could 
pinpoint where that happened, since 
the green sunfish is a less de- 
sirable species for angling and has 
not spread much beyond its native 
range,, Several sunfishes - par- 


ticularly the bluegill - have been 
distributed widely by state fish 
and game departments, 


Of 20 to 30 species of sunfishes 


~ the number depends upon who is 
classifying them - at least two 
are native New Englanders found 
from Maine south, They are the 
common sunfish or pumpkinseed 
and the yellowbreast sunfish, 


The yellowbreast has a long 


extension on its gill flap and some=- 
times is called the “‘long-eared” 
sunfish, Neither common name is 
too good, since several sunfish 
have extended gill flaps and almost 
all of them have yellow or orange 
ventral colors, 


The bluegill has been introduced 


in all New England states, It is the 
largest “‘true” sunfish, attaining 
14 inches and 1 1/2 pounds, 
although. one rarely finds a blue- 
gill that large, The largest sun- 
fish relative is the black bass,
